A HIGH-PRICED OFFICIAL. 


ALD. JAEHNE OF NEW YORK SAYS HE 
SOLD HIS VOTE FOR $20,000, 


The Confession Made to Inspector Byrnes, 
Who Causes the Indiscreet Alderman's 
Arrest—Other Members of the Board 
Exposed—The Rottenness and Corrup- 
tion in Connection with the Broadway 
Surface Franchise Shown Up with Fresh 
Force. 

New York, March 18.—Great surprise 
was created in the city today when it was 
learned that Ald. Henry W. Jaehne, who has 
figured so promivently in the Broadway Sur- 
fuce Road investigation, had been arrested at 
noon on the charge of bribery and locked up 
at police beadquarters. But adecided sensa- 
tuon was caused when it became known later 
on that Jaebne’s confidence had been played 
upon by Inspector Byrnes, and that he 
bad furnished that wily officer of the 
law complete details of the corruption in the 
Broadway Railway franchise matter, not only 
so far as he himself was concerned, but also as 
to the other members of the Board of Alder- 
men who sold themselves. Inspector Byrnes 
told bis story of the steps that led up to the 
arrest after the Alderman bad been committed. 
It was a most extraordinary story, though 
much more was left unsaid than was told by 
the Chief of Detectives. Inspector Byrnes 

the rure gift of being able to worm 
himself into people's confidence and of making 
them talk to a very useful degree. Jaebne was 
fo exception. In the course of ten months’ 
intimacy with the Inspector, whom he knew 
all the time as tame chief of the detective force, 
he unbosomed himself by degrees, and finally 
told bim unfeservediy—in confidence of course 
all about the big steal. When nothmg more 
remained to be told Inspector Byrnes dropped 
the mask of a confiential friend, and, assuming 
the character of the official, had the Alderman 
locked up, buving previously seen to it that 
the Alder man's confidence bad unseen wit- 
nesses who could make oath to what he had 


said, 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 

„Less than a year ago,“ said the inspector— 
„teu or eleven months, perhaps—the District- 
Attorney sent for me and asked if I could in 
some way-help to get at the facts about the 
alleged railroad steals and probe the truth of 
the rumors that were fiying around. It was 
Not an easy matter, but I told him I would 


try. I picked out Ald. Jaehne for a subject, 
and contrived to meet him accidentally, as it 
were, now and then, and mostly down-town. 
I in some way always, to bring up 
the franchise troubles until Jaehne got used 
to bearing me valk about them. Grad- 
ually de began to talk too I got 
some information at every one of 
these meetings, which, though disjointed and 
loese, led up surely to the conviction that 
money had been paid him and others for their 
votes on these railroad franchises. This in- 
formation I imparted to the Dustrict-Attorney 
from time to time, nd a further line of in- 
quiry was laid out. So matters went on until 
about six weeks ago, when I met Jaebne down 


at tpe.city-hall, and by way of opening the 
conversation 


said something about the strug- 
gie going on between some women over the 
property left by Ald. Kenney. Jaebne fell 
into the trap unexpectedly. Tes,“ he said, 
‘he was a —— sucker, buying property for his 
money. What I got I have in such a way that 
Joan protect myself.’ 

Ae talked quite freely, but said nothing 
defini. Last Monday a week ago we went 
again, and before we bad parted he bad given 
me a good deal of information in a general 
way. Things were narrowing down to busr- 
ness, and when I found District-Attorney Mar- 
tine and Judge Gildersiceve at the Manbattan 


roborated. To that end 1 sent “for 
Jaehne Tuesday, inviting him to a confidential 
bat at headquarters. He came, but we were 
disturbed and couldn't talk in peace. So we 
appointed Wednesday night at my bouse for a 
meeting,.and Ald. Jaehne went away. As be 
was going out he turned around and said that 
*These Aldermen were scared to death,’ and 
some one might tell them that be was seen 
coming from police headquarters. What 
Shall I say it they do?’ he said. Say you have 
been up to see a friend in tne Health Depart- 
ment,’ I said, and he went away. He came 
Wednesday, and in the course of an interview 
lasting for hours he told me all about his 
share in the Broadway Railroad steal. I bad 
two of my men posted where they could 
hear everything that was said without being 
seen. Jaehne said that he got $20,000 for bis 
vote on the Broadway franchise. He told me 
how he got it and how much he bad got for 
other.railroad franchises; how these same were 
paid and much more. He named the other 
Aldermen who bad been bribed, and volun- 
teered the information that three of them who 
bad invested in real estate or business in 
which the money might show on inquiry bad 


since the Senate investigation began had cer- 


tain lawyers go over their books and fix them 
so.that it would appear all right when their 
turn Should come. He said who the lawyer 
was, but I am not going to tell you now. 
1 shall not tell you either in detail just what he 


‘sald and whom he implicated. That will appear 


in the proper season. Jaehne said incidentaliy 
— the interview that if things got much 
hotter he was going to skip the town. I pre- 
sume he thought I was his good friend. I 
thought enough of him, anyhow, to have him 
looked after closely that night. Up till 10 
o'clock this morning two detectives were vn 
his track all the time. At that hour I made 
my report tothe Dictrict-Attorney and received 
a warrant for bis arrest. While I was in Mr. 
Martine’s I saw Jaehne going through the City- 
Hall Park and bad him followed by two 6f my 
detectives. I sent Detective Reilly out with 
the warrant, and they arrested Jaehne and 
took him to police headquarters.“ 
AFTER THE ARREST. : 

“The indictment against Ald. Jaehne bas 
beep found but not flled.“ said District-Attor- 
ney Martine this afternoon. “ The cbarge 
against bim is that he received a bribe in con- 
sideration for which he voted for the granting 
of the franchise to build «a road in Broadway 
to the Broadway Surface Railroad Company, 
after the resolution had been vetoed by the 
Mayor. the warrant for Mr. Jaehne's arrest 
was issued by Judge Gildersieéve upon affida- 
vits furnished me by Inspector Byrnes. 

As soon as it became known on the street 
that Ald. Jaehne had been arrested for partici 
pation in the Broadway Railroad steal politi 
cians and Aldermen by the dozen flocked to the 
City Hail and Mr. Martine’s office. Among 
those who were permitted to see the prisoner 
were Ald. De Lacy, Ferrigan, and Masterson. 
Lawyers Peter Mitchell and Richard 8. New- 
@ombe hastened to the District Attorney's of- 
fice us soon as they heard of the arrest and 
beld a consultation with Mr. Jaehne. Dis-

NEw Yoru, March 31, 1885.—My house was rob-

Both 

were sent to prison. O’Brien told me that Lyons 

had the silver straight from my house in a 
cab to W..Jaehne’s jewelry store in Broom 

that Taylor met him there, and 

O’Brien said it was 

that he was told by «a 

one eévening two men— 

giving a discription of the thieves—went in 

there, one of them (Taylor) threw some money 

on the nter in gold, and remarked, *‘ ‘The Alder- 

man me in gold tonight,’’ and that afterwards 

there was a quarrel between the two men about 

dropping something out of a bag, which whey were 

afraid would make trouble. That was the cover of 

my sugar bowl, and that I recovered. That was 

what led to their detection. 

Detective O’Brien also told me that Taylor was 
at the head of a gang of thieves, some seven in all, 
who had robbed a number of houses in the upper 
part of the city, mine being the first. He also 
— a ball-ticket of the Thomas Taylor As- 
socia Thomas Taylor was the President and 
Horace Lyons was the Treasurer. This gang 
robbed the houses of Theron G. Strong, the late 
Mr. George Hoffman in West Fifty-seventh street, 
Dr. Derby of No. 3 East Fortieth street, and the 
house of a Mrs. Webster, who, I understand, was 


a friend of Mr. Peter Mitchell, Horace Lyons“ 


counsel. 

Detective O’Brien informed me that Jaehne took 
all of the stuff from this gang, of which Taylor 
was the President. and of these thieves five out of 
seven were caught and sentenced. He told me 
that he could put a man on the stand who could 
prove that Jaehne received all this stuff so stolen, 
but that the man was a thief himself, from whom 
he Sor aban deal of informstion, and he would 
rather do it. He told me that George Alter was 
Jachne's clerk, and attended to the store for him. 

Detective O’Brien went on to say that he had 
given me all these particulars for my own private 
information, as he would like me to get the value 
of my property. but that he knew the silver itself 
had been melted. He said if I could get some of 
my tn fluential friends to speak to Jaehne he would 


probably pay me for my property. 


I went to Capt. Williams. He seemed aston- 
ished, and said he did not think it could be possi- 
dle, but be would go down town himself that even- 
ing and would find out what be could and see me 
the nextday. The day following 1 saw Capt. WII- 
liams, and he said., Mrs. Hamilton, you are right; 
Jaehne is a fence.”’ 

A day or two afterward Capt. Williams sent De- 
tective Price to see Jaehne. This was either just 
before or just after March 4, 1885, for Detective 
Price told me that Jaehne had either gone or was 
about to go to the inauguration at Washington in 
charge of a New York delegation. He saw Jaehne 
and then told me: “Mrs. Hamilton, Jaehne 
has your silver; he confessed to having it, but 
said he uld have to see George Alter 
about it, as rule of the office was to melt every- 
thing as fast as it came in. Price said that in or- 
der to get anything out of Jaehne he had to tell 
him a lié—that Taylor had squealed. The day fol- 
lowing Price told me that he had seen Jaehne 
again, and that he was very high and lofty- would 
makeno allowances or confessions—and said sig- 
nificantiy, ‘‘Jemmie Taylor has not squeaied.’’ 

After the conviction of Horace Lyons I saw 
Lyons in the Tombs at the request of Mr. Mitchell. 
Lyons put a piece of paper in my hands and said: 
There is the name and the place where your stuff 
went. [read the name, John Allan, No. —— 
Broadway, lI went to Inspector Byrnes, and he 
made an appointment for nextday. Then he said: 

“Well, I have seen those two men. I sent for 
Allan and had him yo? down bere last night, 
cursed him, and told bim he must give up the stuf 
or I would make trouble for him—that Allan said 
he didn’t have it, but had tried to recover it for 
you; as to Mr. Jaebne. I have seen him. He knows 
nothing of the affair. He does not own the store 
in Broome street. He sold out to Alter.“ Butl 
said: 

“If you will question Mr. O'Brien he will tell 
you that he knows it went to Jaehne’s store, and 
that Alter is only a figurehead--can you not see 
Mr. O’Brien and find out what proof he has and 
not take Jaehne’s word for it?’’ 

Inspector Byrnes jumped up from his chair, and, 
though it was bitterly cold, threw open the win- 
dow, became very red in the face, and said: 

“I take my own way in attending my own busi- 
ness, and I cap do nothing further for you in this 
matter.“ 

I said, Mr. Byrnes, good morning,” and then 
wont to see Capt. Williams, and told him ot my 
interview with Byrnes, and he advised me to write 
to Mr. Martine to have the matter go before the 
grand jury. Price said that Jaehne bad offered 
keep that woman’s mouth shut.” 

I was impressed when Byrnes made his state- 
ment that be was not telling the truth, and that he 
was trying to shield Jaehne and throw the blame 
ona wan who was perfectly innocent of this of- 
fense. I thome and wrote to Mr. Martine. Mr. 
Martine lied that if I would acquaint him with 
the facts he would do what he sonsidered best to 
belp me. 

A day or two efterward I received a letter from 
Mr. Peter Mitchell, asking to see me on behaif of 
Mr. Jaehne, his client. He came to my house that 
evening or the next and said he would like to sew 
tle with meon behalf of Mr. Jaehne, and would 
like to know what I considered the silver 
was worth. Itold him I bad written to Mr. Mar- 
tine about it, dat I would de glad to be rid of 
trials, and, if be would pay me the value of the 
sijver, lw 't prosecute him. I had an estimate 
made as to what it would cost to replace the silver, 
and the estimate amounted to $1.100. After some 
haggling Mr. Mitchell paid me $1,100 in bills in the 
presence gt my husband, and I signed this receipt 
presen to me by Mr. Mitchell 

“ Received from Henry W. Jaehne $1,100, and in 
consideration thereof Mrs. Gertrude Van C. Ham- 
Uton hereby releases and discharges the said 
Henry W. Jeehne from a claim against him for the 
value of in silverware belonging to her. But 
this ins nt isin no manner to be taken as a 
release, settlement, or compromise of any matter 
or matters excepting such claim as she may have 
for such Were or the value thereof in a civil ac- 
tion.

LIFE OF ALD. JAEHNE. 

New York Sun: Henry William Jaehne, the Al- 
derman, was born and raised in the Fifth Assembly 
District. His father. Frederick William Jaehne,was 
an honest blacksmith, who lived and died in Hud- 
son street in this city. When he died, eighteen 
months , abi the political and social associations 
of which the Alderman was a member turned out 
in a body te attend the funeral. 

The Alderman is now 36 years of age. Mike Nor- 
ton thought bim a shrewd man, and began talking 
him up for Alderm in 1882. 

Jaehne bad not a Thousand dollars in the world 
then, it is said; but he was elected. He was 
qutet in the Board of Aldermen, selling a diamond 
ring or pin whenever be found a buyer there or 
elsewhere. He was returned in 1883 with an in- 
crease of 160 over the 200 majority he got in 1882. 

In 1884 Mine Norton got out of the County De- 
mocracy and went over to Tammany Hall. Half 
of the Tammany Committee revoited, and things 
were very much mixed, but Jaehne swam through 
beautifully. He was elected by 600 majority, and 
his district went with a sweeping majority. 
Jaehne was boss after the election, and his 
word. in the County Democracy camp was 
supreme about the Fifth District. At his elec- 
tion in 1885 Jaghne won by 1,300 majority.

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WILLIAM SCULLY’S ACRES, 


HIS VAST LANDED PROPERTY IN THE 
STATES OF KANSAS AND NEBRASKA. 


A Hundred Thousand Acres That He Has 
Acquired by Gradual Purchase and Now 
Lets Out in Morsels to Tenants Who Bat- 
tle Manfully from Day to Day for Mere 
Existence—Tenants Living in Squalor— 
“A Plain Man Whe Does Not Kequire 
Luxuries.” 

About six weeks ago Tux. Trinvune pub- 
lished an articie on alien iandiordism, showmg 
that an Irishman named William Scully, now re- 


siding in London, England, is the proprietor of | 


between 75,000 and 90,000 acres of the best 
farming lands in Illinois. The writer of the 
article on visiting the Scully estate found the 
lands were tilled by a wretched class of tenants, 
from whom are ex enormous rentals. A- 
most the entire pr trom the sale of their 
crops went to pay re Naturally many read- 
ers Of Tun Trispune Were shocked at finding 
such a deplorable state of affairs existing 
on free American soil, and hundreds 
of communications on the subject 
were receiyed from all parts of the 
Union. Among others, a prominent citi- 
zen of Kansas strongly deprecated alien land- 
lordism, and calied attention to bis discovery 
that large tracts of land in his own Stafe were 
owned by Scully. Followimga suggestion de- 
rived from this letter a TRIBUNE emissary was 
sent to Kansas with instructions to find out, 
80 far as possible, the extent of the great land- 
grabber'’s speculations in Western soil. A 
tour of that State anda visit to certain por- 
tuons of Nebraska developed the rather start- 
ling information that the title to more than 
100,000 acres of the ¢cboicest praine lands in the 
sister States of Kansas and Nebraska 
is vested in the name of William Scully. All 
of these vast tracts have been added to his 
landed estates within the last five years, and, 
although only a small portion is under cuitiva- 
tion, the same system of farm-renting that ex- 


ists im Illinois is rapidly being introduced in. 


these States. Between sixty and seventy fam- 
ilies have bound themselves to Scully, and so 
long as they remain on bis land they cannot 
throw off the yoke that holds them in slavery. 
Before obtaining a lease they must agree to 
waive all rights of exemption, and until their 
rent is paid everything mey possess, including 
the growing crops, belongs to Scully. 
THE YOUNGER SCULLY’S VISIT. 

Landiord Scully's first investment in Kansas 
lands was madein the spring of 1881. The 
preceding year John Scully, “the son of bis 
father,“ arrived in Marys ville, the county-seat 
of Marsball County. in Northern Kansas, and 
expressed his intention of mak large in- 
vestments in the county. Securing the serv- 
ices of a guide he visited every township, and 
personally turned the soil in nearly every seo- 
tion until be had thoroughly posted himseif on 
its character. Then be went away as quietly 
as de came. Several months later he 
returned and bought 1,760 acres withia two 
miles of Marysville, for which he paid $11,000, 
or about $6 an acre. The same land today is 
worth at least $30 an acre. The deed was 
made out to William Scully, and the full 
amount was paid in cash. Soon after making 
this purchase he bought 2,400 ucres in Centre 
Towoaship for $13,000 cash. This tract is com- 
posed of as fertile soil as there is in the State 
and would probably bring $75,000 today. Be- 


fore the close of that year Scully bought 360. 


acres in Franklin Townsbip from the trustees 
of the State Agricultural College, and bas since 
increased bis investments in Marshall County 
until be now bold the deeds to 8,620 acres. His 
last purchase was made about a mont ago from 
a farmer named Abraham Koch. About two 
years ago Koch bought a farm of 240 acres and 
gave a mortgage for part of the purchase 
price. Sickness and bad luck generally made 
ttimpessibie for bim to meet his payments, 
and thé bolder of the mortgage itoreciosed. 
The farm was advertised to be sold under the 
foreclosure, but prior to the date fixed for the 
sale Scully, through bis agent, became the 
purchaser and Koch pocketed $1,000 after dis- 
charging bis liabilities. Naturaliy Koch looks 
upon Scully as his benefactor, but Scully nas 
come into possession of one of the finest farms 
in the county, and one that will probably 
double in value during the next five years. 
Other instances of this kind were related to the 
writer while be was exam‘ning the records in 
the possession of the County Recorder, but the 
citation of the Koch farm purchase will serve 
to illustrate the methode adopted by Scully in 
adding to his estates. Several men residing in 


Marsbail and other counties told bow they had 


preémpted farms, struegied through poverty 
for several years until they couid prove up 
thei: claims, and then, owing to their inability 
to discharge some pressing obligation, were 
giad to save something by selling their farms 
to Scully, and seemed to be grateful to bim. 

As before stated, Scully's son purchased the 
lands in Marshall County for his tather, the 
latter never having Visited Kansas until last 
year. Johnay Scully, as he was fuamiliariy 
called, was quite popular and dis death was 
sincerely regretted by al! who knew him. Must 
of bis transactions in Marshall County were 
made through Schmidt & Koester, a real-estate 
and banking firm in Marysviile. 

ONE OF SCULLY’S AGENTS. 

In the employ of this firm was a man by the 
name of Danie! P. Clark. He was an expert ia 
Kausas lands and proved himseif so valuable 
au ussistant in selecting and locating pur- 
ehases fur Scully that he was employed to act 
as agent in Marshall County, a position which 
be still retains, receiving a salary of $500 a 
year. Years defore, while in the em- 
ploy of what is now the St. Joseph 
& Grand Island Railroad Company, be 
had graduated every foot of land em- 
braced in the extensive land-grants given 
towards tbe construction of the ra- 
road, and with all of the field notes still in his 
possession he was able to direct young Scully 
to some very cboice lands along that line. In 
Nuckolis County, Nebraska, Scully selected 
50,000 acres of railroad lands, for which he 
paid an average of $5 an acre. The Buford 
lands in Gage and Pawnee Counties, 16.000 
acres, were bougbt about the same time at 
from $5 to 88 an acre. 

Having secured the title to these vast tracts, 
nearly all of which were unbroken prairie 
lands, Scully set about securitig tenants, de- 
gioning tn Marsball County. His agent Clark was 
instructed to rent out farms of from eighty to 
820 acres to any one—except an Irishman— 
who would pay the rent. Scully, though Irish 
himself, has a very decided antipathy against 
leasing bis land to any of his own race. In 
this connection it is said that a Scotchman 
named William Kennedy, a reputabie farmer 
in Marsball County, submitted an application 
to lease a piece of land belonging to Seuily 
which adjoined bis ownfarm. The application 
was returned with the indorsement No {irish 
need apply.“ and it was not until Kennedy had 
forwarded bis affidavit as to his nationality 
that he secured the lease. At present Scully 
bas twenty-one tenants in Marshall County, 
and with the single exception of Mr. Kennedy 
all are Germans. : 

As a rule they are the poorest farmers in 
every respect in the county, and very few of 
them can obtain credit from the merchants of 
Marysville. The lease that binds them to 
Scully is virtually a chattel mortgage, and ali 
other claims against the tenants are shut out 
until Scully gets his rent. Bach tenant

The 
atmosphere was 80 p that one could feel it 
creeping into bis bones, and che reporter was 
giad to make a basty exit when the tenant 
suggested that they take a look about the 
place. On leaving the dug out it was 
seen that there Was nothing ty

home from town late gt night. He mentioned 
this to the tenant and the latter replied that 
sometimes when he had taken too much 
pizen he slept in the stable. This stable was 
a marvelous specimen of prairie architecture. 
A bole in the ground, about fifteen feet square, 
had been dug to a depte.of three feet. Four 
poles, one at each 1 bold up the roof, 
which was made of bri covered with bay. 
There was a trough for the horses to eat from 
and two pegs trom which was suspended what 
had originally been a of barness, but which 
now looked more like a Chinese puzzle in leather 
and fhe bo were mere animated 
frames, with a cove of skin, and would have 
caused the arrest the owner if driven 
through the streets of Chicago. A haif dozen 
cows were shivering on the lee side of a hay- 
stack. There were a dumber of hens hopving 
about the stable, and, judging trom the appear- 
ance of the horses, ir attenuated frames 
formed a nightly perc’ for the fowls to roost 
on. In the hog-pen 6 dozen consumptive 
swine were wallowing in mud nearly two feet 
deep. There was a crib full of corn which tne 
tenant said be was holding for a ‘rise in the 
market,“ and the eighty acres of land, part of 
which was yet unbroken, were covered with 
cockle-burrs, There was not a vestige of fence 
or bedge about the plate, and the tenant said 
he bad to haul nis water over a 
mile. He would drive a well, as 
when his dense”. be. could . not 
take it with him, and he did not propose mak- 
ing any improvements that would benefit the 
landlord. 

This is a fair specimen of a Seully farm. 
There are a few that are better and some that 
are worse. In Nuckolis County less than 1,000 
of the 50,000 acres are under cultivation, but 
an effort is to be made this spring to obtain 
tenants. 


EXTENSIVE P< SSBESSIONS, 

Scully owns about 40,000 acres in the southern 
part ot Kansas. Neariy one-third ot Marion 
County belongs to bim, about 20,000 acres hav- 
ing been purchased from the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé Railroad Company. In the adjoin- 
ing County oi Chase, along the Cottonwood, be 
owns upwards of 10,000 acres, but nearly 
all of the lands in both of these 
counties are unimproved. F. W. Fox of 
Marion Centre has been appointed agent for 
tne Marion and Chase Counties lands and will 
set about securing tenants at once. Butler 
County, which adjoins both Marion and Chase 
Counties on the south, contains nearly 8.000 
acres of Seully’s estate. About four years 
ago he bought a large tract in the northern 
part of the county from C. W. Potwin of Zanes- 
ville, O., for $7 an acre and he has since added 
to his purchase whenever a favorable oppor- 
tunity presented itself. J. A. Rhoades of 
Augusta was appointed agent for the lands 
and he has succeeded in leasing all of Scully’s 
Butler County possessions. There are 
seventeen tenants in and some 
tenants occupy an section. 
The terms under which the Butler 
County lands are leased differ somewhat from 
the mode in Marsbail County, inasmuch as the 
tenant and landlord have taken equal chances, 
the landlord receiving one-third of the crop 
for his rent. Soully, however, does not ap- 
prove of this plan, and this year the tenants 
must pay a cash rental of from $2 to $3.50 an 
acre, besides the taxes. Mr. Rboades says he 
bas been quite fortunate in his dealings with 
the tenants, and has never bad to bring suit in 
order to collect rent. The only tenant who bas 
been ejected was a man named Weaver, who 
came from Lincoln, Il. Weaver had been one 
of Scully‘s teoants in Lilinois, and began circu- 
lating stories derogatory to the landiord. 
Scully learned of this and at once ordered the 
lease canceled.

MORE SIGHTSEERS THAN BIDDERS AT 


THE REAL-ESTATE CALL. 


Fifty-Nine Pieces of Property Offered Worth 
Nearly Half a Million Dollars—Six Sales 
Aggregating $59,977—Some of the Ex- 
planations Why the Sale Didn't Come Up 
to the Expectations—All the Scenic Ac- 
cessories Present in Abundance, but the 
Lime-Light Does Not Work. 


The auction sale at Central Music-Hall 
last evening under the auspices of the Chicago 
Real-Estate Board was not the success that the 
most enthusiastic advocates of the enterprise 
had expected. The number of pieces of prop- 
erty offered was fifty-nine, worth perhaps 
$600,000, and the number sold was only six, the 
agategate of the prices paid being $56,977. The 
most careful and conscientious efforts bad 
been made by the committee of the board to 
insure the success of the venture, and in the 
execution of the plan in the hail the details 
were well carried out by the auctioncers 
and others. The atterdance was quite 
large, the parquet bemg nearly filled, 
and there was a sprinkling of 
people in the gallery. Some women were pres- 
ent, and a few of them were among the bid- 
dere. A band of music was on hand to cheer 
up the crowd, and the arts of the auctioneer 
were called into play, as usual, to keep up the 
interest. It became evident, however, before 
the proceedings had gone far that the audience 
were there to see and not to buy. Many of the 
dest and most experienced jndges of realty in 
the city were there, but they manifested little 
interest in what was going on. Everybody 
seemed to expect his neighbor to bid. The 
first offeriugs were made according to a plaa 
outlined by the committee, but, later, persons 
present were requested to designate any on 
the lists which were furnisbed to every one in 
the Ball that they might wish to buy. Even 
some of these items failed to get a bid. Such 
of the audience as went there to see a free show 
then began to leave, and after a time the sale 
wus 2 before the list was exbausted. 
The will be continued at the rooms of the 
board each day at 1:10 p. m., and the commit- 
tee announce their determination to make the 
experiment a success. Some changes win 
probably be made in the plan of action, and the 
system may yet become a part of the rea- 
estate macbinery of Chicago. 

Various explanations were made of the in- 
difference with which the sale was received. 
It was the purpose of the board to 
place the upset prices below the real market 
values, and it is the testimony of impar- 
tial experts that in many instances at least 
they carried out that purpose. Very little 
complaint was to be heard as to prices, and «a 
good dea) of surprise was expressed at the un- 
willingness of those present to buy. it was 
thought by some that the size of the hall was 
an objection, and that it is notin keeping with 
the character of realty to offer itin a manner 
involving many of the accessories of a show. 
There was criticism, too, of one of the auction- 
eers, who asked advances of $5 or $10 on a bid 
where the pruperty was worth several thou- 
sand. This it was believed belittied the prop- 
erty. It was evident that comparatively few 
persons in the audience had examined the 
properties, as there were manv questions 
asked that might have been easily answered 
before the saie began if the party bad interest 
enough in the matter to make the inquiry. 
Perhaps the best ex planation 1s that the method 
was new to the city. People investing money 
do not take kindly to new methods. The ex- 
periment on a smaller scale may succeed.

TRACKS ON DEARBORN STREET. 


An Important Scheme on Foot for the Ben- 
efit of Property-Owners—Building Tracks 
and Leasing the Right to Use Them to 
Several Companies. 

A petition has been quietly in circulation for 

a few days among the owners of property on 

Dearborn street, north of Polk, asking from 

the Common Council the privilege of bulldmg 

a street-raiiway from Polk street northward to 

the river. Several recent attempts to secure a 

right of way along Dearborn street for private 

companies have inspired this action. The Star 

Railway Company, which looks to Fourteenth 

street for its principal thoroughfare east and 

west, wants a track on Dearborn, and the Chicago 

Passenger Railway Company covets the same 

street in order to connect its different tracks 

runum westward. Nothing of definit char 
acter has yet been aceomplished, however, be- 
yond securing a few scattered names on the 
street in support of each petition. In this 
view of the case the owners of the property 
most nearly concerned, deeming it against 
their interest to suffer any one line to monop- 
olize so vaiuable a franchise, have conceived 


seif, but in order to afford equal facilities 
to all railway lines that may wish to avail them- 

the privilege of using the tracks. 
The plan is well developed. With a capital 
stock of $100,000 divided into $50 shares the 
company proposes to build its tracks from the 
Chicago river to Polk street, and to lease to 
any ©lher company the right to run its cars on 
the street upon payment of a rental p 
nonste to the uumber of cars used. 
Dearborn atreet company itself will keep a few 
cars runoing up and down the street. The 
capital stock will be distributed among the 
property-owners at the rate of one share for 
every five feet, but if any owner, while 
consenting to the use of the street for such 4 
purpose, is unwilling to become a stockholder 
the shares ropresenting his property will be 
taken in the name of a trustee for the benefit 
ofall. It ig an essential feature of the plan 
that all shares are to be for a number of years 
incapable of transfer except to the members 
of the company, so that no one of the rival 
lines ean gain control of the directory. This 
will assure to all who wish to use the tracks 
in a proper way the privilege of do 80 
at reasonable cost. Thus the largest possible 
amount of traffic on the road will be secured, 
and in the opinion of the promoters of the en- 
terprise the. street will be benefited to the 
greatest extent. To show that there can be no 
interest on the part of the stockholders to 
work che rallroad for their own. profit without 
regard to the welfare of the street the pro- 
moters com the value of their’ property 
with the i nificant value of the stock which 
it would entitie them to subscribe for.

MR. SPOONER SHOWS THE FALEACY OF 


A WHISPER THAT SPARKS WILL RE-

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Trace of the Schooner Said to Have 
Smashed Into the Ili-Fated Vessel—Was 
an Used ?--Charges of Brutal- 
ity Against Members of the Crew—Their 
Denial—Little Hope of Raising the Sunk- 
en Monster—The Heavy Loss. 

Lonpox, March 18.—[Vie Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.}—I have just met Mr. 
Jeffreys of No. 41 Corabili. He is well known 
in America asa civil engineer. For the three 
years past he bas been a resident bere. His 
wife and son were passeogers on the Oregon. 
He told me he had professionally thought over 
such details of the alleged collision as were im- 
perfectly reported by cable, and found himseif 
as an engineer puzzied by the reports. He 
continued: 

I selected the Oregon for my wife andson be- 
cause. besides knowing the vessel’s great strength, 
I remembered having been told by Mr. Bryce Doug- 
las eof John Elder & Co,, the Oregon’s builders, 
that he thought it impossible she could ever sink, 
on account of her compartments and of the care- 
ful selection of material and the workman- 
ship in her building The Oregon. is said 
to have been under nineteen knots speed, and no 
salling vessel is likely to have been sailing to ex- 
ceed twelve knots. There is no angle I can con- 
ceive of at «hich any sailing-vessel could have 
Struck a steamer of that magnitude, and at that 
speed, and produced the injury reported. And 
even if the alledged colliding craft had struck the 
Oregon, the striking would, as seems to me, 
have undoubtedly thrown the alleged schooner back, 
but pot in a manner to sink ber immediately or to 
do 80 betore§ at least some person would have no- 
ticed the schooner. I read that the horizon could 
have been seen at the time of the accident. I 
therefore immediately, Monday, suggested to a 
nighbor that an explosive material may bave oc- 
casioned the catastroptre, and I shall believe 80 

until the alleged schooner is identified. Naturally 
1 thought the matter over deeply. having an inter- 
est in the passenger list. 

The accident excites great interest here, and 
the curious disappearance of the scbooner— 
much like Marryat’s “Phantom Ship”—is

Then it would 
be no surprise to find that the personal baggage 
reached as much or nearty as much, for you must 
remember that those passenger coming this way 
carry valuable lots of personal baggage. The mail. 
too, must have been very valuabie. One man came 
in this morning saying that there were $300,000 
worth of securities in the mail for his house. Just 
at this time, you see, there are great iots of 
coupons due March 1 gathered on the other side 
and sent here tor payment. These are a dead joss, 
and it would not be surprising if there were a halt 
million of them. Many, no doubt, were govern- 
ment coupons on the ik per cent bonds, interest 
payable March 1 and Sept. I. The Govero- 
ment will be in pocket all that is lost bere. The 
registered mail by this steamer must have been 
@ very valuable one, so that you see the grand ag- 
gregate soon reaches to from four to five millions 
of dollars. The insurance is largely heid on the 
other side, and what itis or on whom can not be 
told until duplicate accounts current come by the 
next steamer, since all the advices sent by 
the Oregon are gone. There were, 1 understand, 
nearly six hundred bags of mail. of which about 
one-sixth was saved, but much of it was not letter 
matl. Weare waiting now to see what the report 
of the wrecking company is before making any con- 
clusion about salvage. 

THE PLUCKY FIREMAN. 

Edward Duffy, the plucky little freman who 
went over the side with Fourth Officer Mc- 
Manus to assist in closing the hole from the 
outside, says: There were two holes, one 
beiow the water-line. This was about fourteen 
inches across. it was such a bole as a fist 
would make ip a drumbead—round, with jagged’ 
edges. When we put a sail over it the piece 
of cioth was sucked in by the rush of water. 
The other bole was about three feet from the 
first, but above the water-line. This was about 
as big as a doorway, so that a man could go 
into the coal-bunkers, whither it ied. There 
was a deck at the joint of the side between the 
two holes, so that one reached a coal-bunker 
and the other went into the hold.“ 

This evidence as to the size and position of 
the boles comes from a man more likely to 
know about them than anybody else on board, 
since be was close to them on tne outside, and 
his hands and shins bear deep scratches re- 
ceived while struggiing in the water near the 
gap in the vessel's side. 

Practical sailors wonder the more as they 
learn more of what took place. They ask why 
the steamer was not given a sharp list to star- 
board and in this way navigated through the 
smooth water into the port, at whose very 
toresbold the blundering bit of work was done, 
For two hours after the smash the engines 
were working, but all the time the ship was 
taking in water through this great gash in her 
side; the flood poured in Virtually unchecked; 
and, if report be tree and the sluice-vaives 
from compartment to compartment were open, 
then it was only u matter of a very short time 
before. the steamer, practically abandofied 
from the first bump, should go down helpless 
to the waiting sands below. 


ALLEGED BRUTALITY—ITS DENIAL. 

New York World: Mr. F. L. Bonner, a 
weaithy Californian, and his wife were passen- 
gers on the ili-fated steamer, and are now stop- 
ping at the Hoffman House, Mr. Bonney bad 
been on a jong tour through Burope, and wait- 
ed six weeks in orderto take passage on the 
Oregon. He, like the majority of we passen- 
gers, was awake at the time of the collision, 
and after partially dressing went on deck. 
After telling of the confusion Mr. Bonney said: 


In what I am going to say I shall not andertake 
to fix any blame on any of the officers of the Cu- 
nard Line. 1 will simply tell you what happened to 
me. My wire. fortunately, obtained passage in the 
first boat that left the wreck. When I had seen 
her safely on board | turned my attention to the 
nearest boat. This was whe tirst officer's gig, which 
was hanging at the davits, on the bow. I ieaped 
into it, and found it was filled with about thirty 
coal-heavers. I took a seat in the stern. and as 1 
did so one of the men, his face begrimed with coal, 
called out: There's a —— passenger. Hand me 
a belaying-pin, Bill, and lil smash his —— head 
open! At the same time the scoundrel reached 
down into the bottom of the boat and caught up an 
iron belaying-pin. As thé man raised the pin in 
the air I jumped out of the boat back to the deck of 
the steamer. In a moment more the gia was cut 
away, and those thirty coal-heavers rowed off 
without a passenger. 

As the men left the side of the ship one of the 
passengers, an old sea Captain. called to Capt. 
Cottier: “There goes a boat-load of British tars 
without a passenger.“ 

“Keep your mouth shut.“ returned Capt. Cot- 
tier. “If you think you can manage those boats 
you'd better try it.“ 

“If il was the Captain of this ship I never would 
allow that to de done.“ said the passenger. 

This, continued Mr. Bonney, I saw and can 
swear to. Furthermore, Col. J. D. Fry, who is a 
well-known citizen of California, and also known 
here, saw what happened to me inthe boat. He 
saw the scoundrel raise the Delaying-pin and heard 
what was said. Let me add one more thing. That 
boat with the stokers, which was one of the first to 
leave, was the last to board the schooner Gorham. 
They rowed slowly around until all were 
taken off the steamer, for fear some of them 
might be made to return and take off a load of pas- 
sengers. ’ 

Finally, when I got a place in a boat it was 
crowded with passengers and crew. It was a large 
ship’s boat, under command of Boatswain Ewing, 
who sat beside me in the stern, holding the rudder. 
This man swore at the sailors at tbe oars until they 
got angry and answered him back. When the 
schooner circled around we missed ber the first 
time, and Ewing took tis arm from the rudder and 
said that it was no use to do anything more, as we 
were ali lost 

“ Why in-—— don’t you row!“ he shouted to the 
men at the oars, who were crowded with the pas- 
sengers. 

“We can’t do anything until we throw over- 
board some of these —— passengers.“ answered 
one of the sailors. We were all alarmed at this 
and were afraid that the threat would de carried 
out at any moment. I held a baby in my arms that 
some one had dropped from the ship’s side. and 
nearly every one was crowded in so that resist- 
ance would have been very bard. But this serves 
as a sample of the brutality to which the passen- 
gers were treated by the crew of the Oregon. I 
have told you what Il saw and know, and can re- 
late ten times as much more that was told me by 
others, but I will confine myséif only to what I can 
state On oath. 

As to the looting of cabins and state- rooms 1 
caunot say positively. This 1 do know. I saw 
several greasy, dirt-begrimed coal-hbeavers on the 
schooner Gorbam and afterwards on the Fulda 
wearing overcoats with fur collars and silk lin- 
ings. I recognized some of them as belonging to 
passengers. They must have come from the cab- 
ins, for there were none of them on the déck of the 
Oregon.

Alleged Discovery of a Species of Inoculation 
That Is a Protection Against Hog Chole- 
ra—Another Phase of the Eads Ship-Rail- 
way Scheme—The Matter of Claims—De-~ 
ment's Case. 


Wasurneron, D. C., March 18.—[Special. ] 
—There is a whisper that Land-Comm'ssioner 
Sparks is going to resign in disgust.

For the last sixor seven years Dr. Salmon,

IOWA MANUFACTURERS OBJECT, 


Seeking to Defeat a Sweeping Employers’ 
Liability Act Introduced in the Senate. 
Denen. Ia., Mareh 18.—|Special.}—The 

Manufacturers’ Union of Dubuque bas issued 
an appeal to every manufacturer in the State 
of Iowa to deteat the bill iatroduced by Sena- 
tor Koight of this county providing for what 
it terms a most disastrous measure against 
the manufacturing industr:es of the State.“ 
The bill contains nine sections. The first pro- 
vides how many employés shail be employed in 
a certain space. Other sections provide for 
fire-escapes, ventilators, and sanitary condi- 
tion, and probibits the use of explosives or in- 
flammabie material. But the principal section 
to which the manufacturers object is the fol- 
lowing: 

That every person, firm, or corporation being 
the owner, lessee, or occupant of any factory, 
workshop. or other place where labor is emploved, 
and who employs labor therein, shall be liable to 
every person employed by him for injury sus- 
tained by such person through the negligence of 
any other servant or empioyé of such employer, 
and any contract by an employé waiving the bene- 
fit of this section shall be invalid. 

Sec. 8 provides that in all suits to recover 


money due for labor an attorney’s fee shall be 


allowed the plaintiff; that a debt for labor 
shall have priority over all ciaims in case of 
attachment against the employer or of his 
making a general assignment for the 
benefit of his creditors, and that as 
against a debt of £100 none of the ex- 
emptions as now allowed by law shall 
apply. The measure is now before the Labor 
Committee and a delegation of manufacturers 
from this city bas gone to Des Moines to en- 
deavor to defeat it. It is claimed that Senator 
Koight’s purpose in offering this bill is to bid 
for the laboring vote to assist him politically. 
The appeal to the manufacturers of the State 
is signed by every manufacturer and a large 
majority of the jobbers of Dubuque, 

Des Moines, la., March 18.—la the House 
today a bili was introduced to abolish the 
Board of Capitol Commissioners. The Com- 
mittee on Railroads reported favorabiy on a 
bill defining the duties ot the Railroad Com- 
missioners and giving them power to fix maxi- 
mum rates. The Riley bill determining the 
number of grand and trial jurors was 
pasted under suspension of the rules 
with no dissenting vote.

Mary J. Morgan's collection bas finally found 
a resting-place in the porcelain collection of 
Mr. William T. Walters of Baitimore. It bas 
been shipped there by the American Art As- 
sociation, and that association has received 
from Mr. Walters vbecks for $40,000 on ac- 
count of his purchases, which included the 
now famous Peachblow vase. The question 
agitating art circies, and which is discussed in 
every club in the city, is whether Mr. Wal- 
ters paid $18,000 for the vase. He bas 
recently stated in an interview in two 
papers in Bal timore that be did not pay aay 
such sum for it. Mr. Mofr, administrator of 
the Morgan estate, says the American Art As- 
sociation will certainly.turn over $18,000 for 
the vase to Mrs. Morgan's heirs; and Mr. Kir- 
by, the aucuoneer who sold it, says that the 
vase was bought for Mr. Walters for $18,000, 
and that the estate will receive that sum tor 
it. Mr. Kirby was asked, if the sale was bona 
tide, why itis impossible to get the names 
of the bidders otber than that of 
Mr. Smith who starred it at $5,000, 
and one or two others who rao it up to 814.500. 
The person who subsequently bid $17,100 on it 
was unknown to all present. Mr. Kirby said 
it was none of the public's business who the 
bidders were. It was not uatil today that be 
even knew the name of the man who bid $17,100. 
He was from Chicago. said Mr. Kirby. When 
asked his name Mr. Kirby replied: ** Well, 
rival dealers have been very anxious to find 
that out, as well as to find out where he came 
irom. He was a large buyer at the sale, but 
I only knew him as P. D. O. of Chicago.” His 
bid was a bona fide bid, Mr. Kirby thinks, and 
he says the. man, who was oniy known at the 
time of the sale as Mr. Ferguson, can be 
produced at any time to prove the actuality of 
bis bid. - 

It is now well known that Mrs. Morgan paid 
only $12,000 for it originally, instead of $15,000. 
The vase was at the -oums of the American 
Art Associauon before Mrs. Morgan purenased 
it, and it was then offered to a well-known con- 
noisseur tor several thousand doliars less than 
she paid for it. The fact that the vase was 
originally sold in Pekin to a collector tor $175 
does not necessarily imply that it is not worth a 
very mucb larger sum in America. 

Mrs. Virginia Corbin, sister of Gen. Grant, 
was invited woen the firm of Grant & Ward 
was in full Diast to invest some of her money 
in their speculations.

Aboutayear before the murder 
Joseph B. Chapman, Joseph Reilly, alias Elliott, 
and Sisscovitch were arrested in Turkey for for- 
gery and were sentenced to prison. Mrs. Chap- 
men, upon learning of her husband's arrest, left 
London and proceeded to Turkey, and, making her 
way into prison, she was only able to communicate 
with Reilly and Sisscoviteh. Chapman at the time 
had been gulity of a breack Of discipline and was 
undergoing punishment in a dark cell on 
bread and water. RKellly and his associate 
promised to assist in the escape of 
Chapman if Mrs. Chapman would supply thew with 
files and other tools. The woman smuggied ail 
these implements into the prison, and before the 
men made any attempt to break jail she started 
back for London. A few s later. Reilly and 
Sisscovitch escaped from {he prison without mak- 
ing the slightest effort to assist Chapman. The 
fugitives fied to London, and when Mrs. Chapman 
became aware of their treachery she threatened to 
@xpose them to the authorities. Her murder fol- 
lowed the threat, and before the discovery of the 
crime Reilly and Sisscovitch bad vanished. 

John Joseph McMahon was today in the Cir- 
cuit Court sentenced to five years in Auburn 
Prison for steam. He was messenger for 
the Leather Manufacturers’ Bank, and in Aug- 
ust, 1884, was sent to an express office with

A Strong Legal Argument on the Part of 
the Wisconsin Senator—Important Ac.

Wasnincrox, D. C., March 18.—[Spe- 


cial. |—Senator Spooner bas added to the repu- 
tation which his eulogy on Hendricks gave 
him.

And in all such cases of removal the matter 
of confirmation shall be considered in open 
session ot the Senate, which was ordered 
priated, the antediluvian Joe Brown of Geor- 
gia. prosed along an bour or more 
and haa emptied tbe Senate Cham- 
ber and galleries in expressing his views 
on the controversy with the President. When 
the new Wisconsin Senator took the floor the 
cloak-rooms were promptly vacated and a 
great many House members flocked over to 
hear him. The opening speech of Edmunds 
and the saucy reply of Kenna did not attract 
more attention nor make a deeper impression 
than did the argument of Senator Spooner. In 
support of the majority report, be said he 
would make no attempt to disguise the fact, 
or apologize for it, that the fortunes of the Re- 
publican party were very dear to Lim. He 
would not attempt to deny that he wisbeéed that 
pérty migut here and eisewhere reap every 
fair party advantage which might be taken 
from the blunders and sboricomings, if any 
such there were, of this Administration. He 
continued: 


But I trust that I do not forget and shall not for- 
get that Luma Senator of the United States as 
well as a Republican, and that as a Senator my 
first duty is always to the people, and that I have no 
right to take action here to subserve a party in- 
terest which would be harmful to the interests of 
the people. Ii deny that the Republican majority 
of the Senate desires to hamper the President. 


ON LEGAL GROUNDS, 

Feeling his way carefully, be was soon on 
familiar legal ground in dissecting the const. 
tutional points which Democratic Senators bad 
sougut to raise. Taking up the Tenure-of- 
Office act, section by section, be showed pretty 


clearly that the muddy argumentation wien 
bad been going on proceeded from very incom- 
plete ideas of what the act itself was, and that 
the power of removal as weil as of appoint 
ment was in the President and Senate acting 
together, and that what was in bis sole discre- 
tion, absolute, was the power of suspension 
during a recess of the Senate. 

There was a broad hint that some of the 
Bourbon orators did not know what they were 
taiking about. He said: 

One source of much confusion in this debate 
was a confounding by the Democratic Senators of 
suspensions with removais. A suspension did not 
mean a removal. It was a very different thing. 
To suspend an officer caused a temporary cossa- 
tion of hie functions; to remove caused a perma- 
nent cessation. To suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus was one thing; to obliterate it was another 
and quite a different thing. A suspended officer 
was not a removed officer; for if the Senate re- 
fused to confirm his successor the suspended man 
returned to the office. The Supreme Court had so 
decided. [Mr. Spooner read from the decisions 
of the courts to show this.] The Presi- 
dent had declined to furnish the papers 
calied for because, forsooth, they would énabie 
the Senate to see the reasons for the suspension; 
they would enable us to see that be had exercised 
the power of suspension wantonly. No power 
could be so dangerous to the Republic as the pow- 
er thus asserted by the President that papers re- 
lating to the public business on the files of the 
Government were his private papers, to be re- 
moved trom the files, buried in the cellars of the 
White House, or carted off to Buffalo if he chose, 
merely because he had used them in exercising his 
power of suspension. If this was 860, then it 
rested with any Chief Executive to lock the door 
upon the House and Senate and deleat all investi- 


gation. 
INNOCUOUS DESUETUDE. 

Senator Spooner’s treatment of the Presi- 
dent's message was especally happy. In his 
hands the ** innocuous desuetude phrase was 
very skillfu.iy turned on its autbor. The 
terms always provoked a smile, Mr. Spooner 
said, but there was notbing to smile at. This 
was a Government of law; ang be was sorry 
the Chief Executive of tae Republic sbould 
have used such words of any law that stood on 
the statute- books. It was a dangerous time 
when the President of the United Siates, with 
an oath registered in Heaven. to take care 
that the laws suould be faithfully executed. 
should send a message to the Senate saying 
that a statute had ialien into aarmiess disuse, 
though the statute remained on the books. 
If there ever was a time when there was need 
of respect for law it was now, when in many 
States thoughtful men were turning blanched 
faces to the future. How could the 
people be expected to yield cheerful obedience 
to the statutes when the first citizen of the Re- 
pubic—himself charged with their execution— 
was heard asserting that a statute could barm- 
lesiy full into disuse? But Mr. Spooner said 
the President did not believe his own state 
ment—his acts bad been better than his words, 
for he had sent in a large number of nomina- 
tions of men to take the places of officers sus- 
pended by bim under the authority of the very 
act to which reference bad been made. 

At this point, Mr. Spooner stl! baving the 
floor, tbe Senate went into execntive session 
and soon adjourned. While his speech was 
chiefly on legal points and was directed to the 
lawyers in the Senate, the clearness and direct- 
ness with which his points were put made the 
subject plain to all his bearers. The concilu- 
sion of his remarks tomorrow is looked for- 
ward to with unusual interest, because today 
he infused new life into a debate that was be- 
coming very dreary. 

CLEVELAND ADMITS THE CORN.

It this is not an admission that they 
were removed because their places were want- 
ed tor Democrats the Republican members of 
the Finance Committee don't know what such 
an admission would really be. In most cases 
the suspended offitials accepted the suspension 
as the natural outcome of a change 
in parties. For instanve, one of the 
removed lowa Collectors bad gone to Chicago 
to practice law and assuredly had no idea 
of ever resuming his office. But he thought 
his old neighvors bad a richt to know whether 
be was displaced because not a proper person 
to nold a public office or simply because his 
position was wanted fora Democrat. The Re- 
publican Senators were of the same way of 
thinking, and, after numerous interviews be- 
tween Secretary Manning and Chairman Mor- 
rill, the Democratic Administration finds itself 
of this mind also. Of course, there is a la- 
bored effort to show that it basn't come down 
a peg, but this will be judged from the 
actual proceeding rather than from its own 
assertions.

Criminal Careers of Two of the Most Not- 
ed Crooks in the United States—George 
Wilkes, Father of American Counterfcit- 
ers, and Joseph Reilly, Kate Castleton“ 
First Husband. 

In THe TRIBUNE of yesterday appeared a dis- 
patch from New York giving an account of the 
arrest in that city a few days ago of George 
Wukes, alias Willis, the father of American 
forgers and counterfeiters, and of Joseph 
Reilly, alias E.liott, for a series of forgeries 
which they have committed in this 
country within the last six months, and 
from which they have realized about $83,000. 
During their lifetime they have on different 
occasions ewindled the First National Bank of | 
Obicago, ahd, wulle bemg men of unusual brill 
lanoy and excellent education, have for many 
years devoted their taleuts entirely to defraud- 
ing and robbing some of the largest banking 
institutions in the world. The criminal history 
of Wilkes and his confederates was yesterday 
obtained from Mr. William A. Piokerton. 
Many years ago George Wade Wilkes was 
cashier for the well-known firm of Brown 
Bros. & Co, of New Yotk. He became addicted 
to gambDiing, however, ana, being an expert 
penman, soon began d system of forgeries to 
make good bis losses, He went West with a 
gang, narrowly e8ca the penitentia- 

in California, an returned to New 
ork, where be formed a partvership with 

Joseph Heil. alias Joseph Elliott, Joseph 

Bartlett Chapman, and Cari Seiasoovich, alias 

Howard Adams. In 1872 the gang counter 

teited a larwe amount of bonds of the Buffalo, 

New York & Erie Kaliroad and the Chicago & 

Northwestern Railroad, the bonds being signed 

by Wilkes. The entre gang, in company 

with Walter Sheridan, thon went to England, 
it being the intention to float the bonds and 
to arrunge a system of forgeries on the Bank 

of Eowland at the same time.

Pinkerton here met the gang on the street one 

day, having knowa them ali in New Tors. 

Wilkes and one or two others of the gang be- 

came alarmed and came back to Awmerica, 

giving up their plan of torgeries, but the 

Others, except Heillly* and Chapman, remained 

in England and committed a torgery on the 

Bank of Engiand to the amount of $1,000,000, 

were arrested by Pinkerton and sentenced for 

life, and are still in confinement across the 
water.

When Wilkes returned home he entered | 
into a plot with Seisscovich to return to Europe 
and commit torgeries there. They returned to 
London, and in company with Joe Keiily and 
Chapman went to Smyrna,,in Turkey in Asia, | 
and were sbortiy arrested tor 
ing forged circular letters on Bar- 
ing Bros., the London bankers, 
They were taken to Constantinople, and 
each sentenced to five years’ bard labor 
in the mines in Turkey. Chapman's wife, whe 
was considered one of the most beautiful 
women in London, went to Constantinople on 
bearing of tue arrest of the gang, and succeed- 
ed in bribing the guards woo had the prisoners 


in charge to let them escape. All of them | 


managed to do so, with the exception of Chap- 
mun, Who was recaptured and taken back to 
the mines. After a number of adventures 
they all returned to Engand. Seissecovich 
took up bis quarters with Mrs. Coapman. Sue 
finally became tired of supporting bim and 
left bim. He entered ber room one night, 
however, with the intention of robbing her, 
administering chloroform, 8de bad some 
affection of the beart, however, and died under 
the effect of the autesthetio. The tragedy cre- 
ated immense excitement ibrougbout England, 
and was known as the * Bromptoa murder.“ 
Seisscovich escaped, and two years afterwards 
came to Chicago, and passed two checks 
on the First National Bank of thi 
city for $1,500 each. Mr. Pinkerton located 
bim in Cincinnati, where be bad been arrested 
for breaking into a bunk, and wus sentenced to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment at the Columbus | 
penitentiary under the name of John Doe. 
® Reilly. alias Elliott, in the meuntime played 
the ** heavy swel:”’ around London, and, meet- 
ing Kate Castleton. at that time a singer well 
known in London conecert-balis, married 
her, and came to America in 1878. He 
bad been bere but a. short time - 
when he, witb oro rs, got up and passed the 
$62,000 insurance check on the Mutual Life 
Insurance Compuny of New York and another 
for $22.000 on another company. He was ar- 
rested for this, togeiber with bie pala, was 
tried and convicted, and, while waiting sén- 
tence in a New Fork opurt-room, coolly put od 
his hat and walked out past the court da, lite. 
making his escape. Some months later be was 
found to be living at a hotel in Catskill, N. ., 
with his wile, Kate Castleton, under the name 
of Raudall. He was arrested again, taken back 
to New York, and sentenced to five years ia 
Sing Sing Prison. : , 
Woen Reilly got out of prison be remained 
Straight until about two years ago, when 
he committed a number of Ttorgeries 
on banks in Canada. He was ar 
rested in Montreal on suspicion of 
being a dynamiter, but escaped. In August of 
last year Wilkes and Reilly passed a forged 
cheok tor $4,000 on the Commercial Bank of | 
Rochester, N. V., on which they obtained 
$4,500. They also victimized a number of 
banks in the West, but it is for the Rochester 
affair that they are now under arrest in New 
York, aud for which they age to be returned to 
Rochester tor trial. Kate Castleton obtained 
adivorce from Reilly several years ago, and 
bas married again.

The Geneva Grand Jury Listens to Matt 


timony and Finds a True Bill—Estee 
Not a Son of a Minister and Not Related 
to Mr. Volintine’s Wife. — 


Matt W. Pinkerton went before the grand 


jury at Geneva, III., yesterday and gave big 
testimony against Harry Estee, who, he says, 
is the self-confessed murderer of Officers Jo- 
seph H. Grant and John R. McNett. He told 
tne grand jury substantially the same story as 
bas been published, and was corroborated by 
the operative Gilbert, who first made the ao- 
quaintance of Estee and claims to bave got 
the secret of his crime from him. Presi- 
dent McChesney also gave some evidence, and 
an indictment was found, against Estee for 
murder. There is some evidence regarding 
the revolver which was used by the accused 
that has not been made pubiic, and Pinkerton 
deciines to say what he has discovered regard- 
ing the weapon on the ground that it might 
prejudice the case. 

The reported interviews with Estee, in which 
be is made to deny everything that 
he was alleged to have oo u- 
fesged regarding the crime, are declared 
by Matt Pinkerton to be entirely without 
foundation; on the contrary, he says that ia 
speaking to Estee yesterday the prisoner de 
pied ever bolding any conversation with re- 
porters, and said be bad not taken back any of 
bis confession. In proof of the fact that Estee 
did confess and has repeatedly acknowledged 
bis connection with the crime, Mr. Pinterton 
produced a letter or statement dy 
Estee, the original of which is now in 
possession of the detective, and in it the ac 
cused admits his guilt. The manner in which 
this letter came to be written is explained as 
follows: Atter Estee’s arrest Mr. Pinkertoa 
desired it to be shown, in the event ot a & 
that he had not kept bim a prisoner in 
private office in order, as would probably de 
charged by the defense. that be might put 
Estee in the sweat-box and force a confession 
trom him, so he asked Estee if he would make 
a written acknowledgment that be preferred to 
stay at Pinkerton's rather than at Geneva.

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THE GREAT RAILROAD STRIKE LOOK-

The Much-Talked-Of Case of Hall, the Dis- 
charged Texas Employe, Which Precipi- 
tated the War Against Gould, Will Be 
Arbitrated in the United States Court— 
The Knights Are Jubilant. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 18.—(Special.|—The 
great strike is approaching the end. The result 
of the conference between the Texas Knights 
and Receiver Sheldon is looked upon here as a 
victory for the cause of labor, and the rejoicing 
among the strikers is unbounded. In the be- 
minoning the receivers refused to recognize the 
Knights as an organization, but not only bave 
they been forced to recognize them, but are 
willing to arbitrate. A dispatch from Kansas 
City says that Powderly predicts that the 
troubles will all be adjusted in two days. Owing 
to the hopeful aspect which the situation pre- 
sents the Knights have not called out 
the East St. Louis switchmen as it was the in- 
tention to do today. It is said Mr. Powderly 
advised the board to settle the East St. Louis 
issue if possible without a strike. This may 
be done, as half the roads have already com- 
plied with the demands of the Knights of 
Labor and the others are willing to comply if 
the men will ask as individuals and not as 
Knights of Labor. 

The local situation is unchanged, The pas- 
senger business of the tied-up roads is not in- 
terfered with any more. 

It is now thirteen days since the strike was 
inaugurated, and the following fi¢ures, com- 
puted by shippers and railroad men, will show 
the joss to St. Louis and the Southwestern sys- 
tem: In thirteen days, had there been no 
trouble, there would have been moved between 
initia) and destination points 175,000,000 pounds 
of freight, possessing a gross value of over 
$24,000,000, but which has not moved at ull. 
The cost of damage done to railway property 
and the expense of trying to operate the 
departments which have not been oper 
ated in the same period aggregate 
$250,000. The loss of revenue to 
the system for the same period is $1,300,000. 
The disbursements that would bave been due 
on the lines for wages and material foot up 
over $7,000,000. The blockade caused a sbrink- 
age of $2,700,000 in last week's bank clearings 
in this city. This répresents one-fifth of the 
weekly clearings, or a loss of 20 per cent of 
business. As the days go by the loss increases, 
and the daily clearings show an average 
shrinkage of $500,000 a day. The loss to man- 
ufacturers whose establishments have been 
shut down is estimated at 51.000, 000. There 
seems to be food for reflection in these figures 
to both parties.to the contest. 


The Confab at Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 18.—|Special,}— 
Delegates of five district assemblies Knights 
of Labor are in session today considering the 
strike on the Missouri Pacific. The meeting is 
secret, and the deliberations are presided over 
by T. V. Powderly, Grand Master of the order, 
who arrived this morning. The conference 
began at 2 o'clock, and, with a short in- 
termission for supper, is stili at work. 
The local strikers are jubilant over Powderly's 
arrival and the belief that the strike will soon 
end. The general feeling is that the matter 
has reached a crisis, and the sole topic of die- 
cussion is whether the conference will result 
in a general strike and the springing of the 
most severe test in the struggle between cap- 
ital and labor or whether the men will acvept 
a few concessions that may be gained and go 
to work. The news from New Orieans inclines 
most of those interested to adopt the latter 
view, and the opinion is freely advanced that 
the strike will end in forty-eight hours at the 
farthest. 

The Missouri Pacific made no attempt to run 
trains today. 

After coming out from supper this evening 
Powderly said toa reporter who approached 
hm that he bad come voluntarily, not having 
been invited to lend assistance in settling the 
difficulty, and as yet he was really unabie to 
say what the strike was about. He said that 
after advising himself fully as to the wants of 
the men be would address himself to Hoxie and 
ask a conference. He had hopes that one 
would be granted, and if so be would leave to- 
morrow night for St. Louis, and the matter 
would be closed up there. 

Mr. Powderly said tonight: Candidly. I do 
not see tne necessity for this strike or for its 
continuance. In fact, the day of strikes is 
passed. I never ordered one in my hfe, and, 
witb two exceptions, never failed in an en- 
deavor to meet employers fora settlement of 
differences with employés. I have just tele- 
graphed Vice-President Hoxie asking for a 
conference.”’ 

“Can you give the dispatch?“ 

Tes, it is short, asking simply if he will 
meet the committee and myself for a consider- 
ation of pending difficulties, and, if so, when 
and where.“

Entirely calm and natural. The men ap- 
peared desirous of a speedy termination of the 
difficulties and disposed to be conciliatory so 
far as may be consistent with their position. 
A session is now in progress which will prob- 
ably continue all night. The alternative of a 
refusal on the part of Mr. Hoxieto meet us is 
under consideration, but no decision has been 
reached. I do not anticipate a reply from Mr. 
Hoxie before tomorrow, but it is my belief 
that the strike will be ended within a very few 
days. 

In speaking of the reported settlement of the 
Texas & Pacific troubles, Powderly said he was 
not informed as to the details, ana the report 
was not generally credited among the Knights 
of Labor. He thought an arbitration by the 
United States Court would be desirable. 


The Importance of Hall. 

New ORLEANS, La., March 18.—The strike on 
this end of the Texas & Pacific Railroad 
virtually ended last evening and trains are 
now running out as usual. A committee of 
the Knights of Labor waited on Receiver 
Sheldon and had a conference in which both 
sides agreed that the case of Hall, the com- 
pany’s empioyé at Marshall.

RUNNING DOWN FRAOD. 


INVESTIGATING “SUSPECTS” IX THE 
FIRST AND NINTH WARDS. 


Any Number of Tramps Found to Have me- 


Find the Leaders—A Lodging-House 
Clerk Wants His “ Divvy.” | 


Interesting developments may be expected 
in the First Ward registration frauds within a 
few days. The Republican Club has retained 
Mooney & Boland’s detective agency and the 
detectives have discovered that for some time 
before the registration wholesale colonization 
bad been carried on in the southern part of the 
ward. The manager of the Chicago office of 
Mooney & Boland has the advantage of exper- 
fence in New York, where the new system of 
registration bas been in existence for some 
time. He credits the Chicago politicians with 
being smarter than their New York brethren 
in evading the law. Owing to the lateness ot 
the decision confirming the new law and the 
consequent delay in the preparations of the 
Election Commission the schemers did not have 
time to carry On their frauds on such a large 
scale and so perfectly in all details as they 
wished to. But for some weeks before che 
first day of registration convicts from adjoim- 
ing States have been imported and idle men 
from ail over the country have been lodged in 
buildings in the Fifth, Ninth, and Tenth Pre- 
cincts. it was not possioie so late in the sea- 
son to find as many private residences as was 
desirabic. But the lodging-houses have been 
stacked to their full capacity. 

Many keepers of these places have received 
the board bilis for the time to election-day in 
advance, aud have been told to keep their 
books so as to agree with the registers. They 
have been promised copies of the names 
registered from their places in time to have 
them ready for the canvassers. This agreement 
bas not been kept iu all instances, for the can- 
vassers have found some cases where the keep- 
ers did not have any books at all, or said they 
would not have their lists ready until the next 
day. Saloonkeepers have been fined likewise, 
getting a certain sum of money and giving 
tickets, which were distributed among te 
voters. If any one of the latter should die or 
be obliged to leave town his name would be 
voted anyway, being on the register. The 
matter has been sifted sufficiently to come 
very near certain Democratic candidates. The 
candidates themselves have not been impli- 
cated, but the evidence shows that some of 
tut ir friends have been managing the coloniza- 
tion and registration in person, while the 
candidates kept ingthe dark, supplying 
the mrease necessary to keep the machine run- 
ning. A report has been made by Mooney & 
Boland to the men engineering the iuvestiga- 
uon, and itis said to be exceedingly interest- 
ing reading, At the next report it may be pos- 
sible to proceed to some arrests that will strike 
pretty near the source of the frauds, 


WHAT THE CANVASSERS FIND. 

The clerks of election of the Ninth Precinct 
of the First Ward resumed their work of can- 
vassing the precinct at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The most frequent evidences of 
fraud were naturally looked for in the 10-cent 
lodging-bouses on the west side ot South Clark 
street, between Van Buren and Harrison 
Streets. When the clerks dived into the mys- 
terious depths of these places, the majority of 
which are located in basements, they were re- 
garded by the smell occupants with 
mingied ieelings of suspicion and distrust. At 
No. 204. No. 206, No. 208. No. 326, and No. 330 
it was found impossible to properly canvass 
the voles registered from those places because 
of the absence of the night clerk, who was 
woomg sicep in some seciuded place, the 
**clerk’’ on duty in the daytime not knowing 
the names of many of those who come to the 
abodes of rest late in the evening for 
the purpose of sleeping, and leave again for 
some convenient ** barrel-house’’ early in the } 
morning. whe cauvassm of the places men- 
tioned was accordingly deferred until evening. 
John Michelson is registered from No. 292 
South Clarg street, which is a lodging-house, 
but inquiry at that number deveioped the fact 
that no such person was known. At No. 296 
South Clark street Emil Ferrie, who is regie- 
tered from that place, was said to have moved 
away some time ago. John Cassiday and J. 8. 
McNeil are registered from No. 318 South Clark 
street, the upper floors of which are occupied 
as furnished rooms, Dut the persons in charge 
denied knowing any one by those names, and 
asserted that they were not residents of the 
bulldma. Thomas Grant, J. Jones, and J. C. 
Skakel were registered from No. 320 South 
Clark street. The two former were not 
known, while Skakel was said to bave left the 
bouse afew days ago. They were all marked 
„suspect,“ the clerks believing, however, that 
Skakel is a voter. A. H. Greening is a saloon- 
keeper at No. 132 East Van Buren street, and 
was arrested last Tuesday on complaint of 
Deputy-Sberiff Nickerson, who charged him 
with illegal registration. J. H. Keen and Au- 
gust Miller also registered from No. 132 East 
Van Buren street, but their identity could not 
be discovered at the latter place, and they 
were accordingly marked “suspect” in addi- 
tion to those whose names are already given. 
Before Saturday another effort will be made 20 
notify all those who are under suspicion by 
serving them with suspect notices. 


A NIGHT VISIT. 


About 7 o'elock last evening the registry 
clerks made a second Visit to those places on 
South Clark street where it bad not been found 
practicabie in the morning to locate many per 
sons who bad registered. The first establisb- 
ment visited was the Hotei Warwick, 
at No. 294 South Clark street. Twenty- 
three persons were registered from this 
place, no “suspects” being discovered. At 
the lodging-house situated at Nos. 206 and 298 
the result was far different. Fifty-two per- 
sons are registered from here, but the keeper 
of the piace denied knowing the following 
named men who claimed to resde there and 
who were accordingly marked iu the clerk's 
books “suspect”: John Hand, M. Lauere,

SETTLEMENT OF THE GREAT RAIL- 
ROAD STRIKE. 

It is about settled that the receivers of the 
Texas & Pacific Road will submit the Hall 
controversy to Judge Pardee of the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court for arbitration, 
This will be done simply to help the other 
roads out of their difficulties and bring the 
Strike on the Gould lines to an end. So far 
as the Texas & Pacific is concerned it has 
been pretty well demonstrated that while in 
the hands of the United States Marshals it 
can be operated, strike or no strike; but the 
road is only a part of the Southwestern sys- 
tem, and running by itself will not pay ex- 
penses. The receivers of this line are anx- 
ious to have the connecting roads opened, 
and for this purpose may submit to the court 
the question of reinstating Hall in his old 
post in the machine-shop at Marshall, Tex, 
This is the momentous issue which caused a 
suspension of traffic on the Southwestern 
roads, and the receivers of the Texas & Pa- 
cific are authorized to arbitrate it only by 
calling on Judge Pardee for a decision. 

By all means let the Hall controversy be 
taken into the United States Courts and 
adjudicated. The Texas & Pacific Road be- 
ing in the hands of the Federal Courts, the 
receivers cannot appoint outside umpires to 
settle disputes, but may submit them to the 
Judge, and if the Knights of Labor will ae 
cept a ruling so reached there is nothing to 
prevent a speedy decision. The issue is 
simple and the trial ought to take very little 
time. Hall claims that he had a leave of ab- 
sence for three days, but his boss says it 
was only for three hours. When this issue 
of veracity is determined 10,000 men can re- 
sume work and the railroad

It is for reasonable, thinking peo- 
ple to say whether in the future disputes be- 
tween persons in the employ of common car - 
riers shall be the occasion of blocking travel 
and traffic en railroad highways, depriving 
thousands of Innocent persons of their means 
of livelihood, and inflicting iasting injury on 
the general public. Will the people be-satis- 
fied with laws that permit trifling controver- 
sies to have such consequences ?

THE CARROLLION MASSACRE, 

The horrible massacre of negroes in a 
eourt-room at Carrollton, Miss., the 17th 
inst., by a mob of cowardly whites, five 
times their number, without provocation and 
in cold blood, is another instance of the 
boasted Southern civilization of which we 
have heard so much of late, and illustrates 
in a lurid way the consideration of the South- 
ern Bourbons for the negro, of which we 
have also heard so much in the Southern 
press and in Southern Congressional speeches. 
To the atrocities of Hamburg, Danville, and 
Copiah is now added the still more fiendish 
massacre of Carrollton. 

The story as related in the dispatches, 
which come from a Southern source, shows 
that the massacre was premeditated, coward- 
ly, and cold-blooded.* Three weeks ago, 
James M. Liddell, a lawyer of Carroll 
County, got into an altercation with two 
negroes. A quarrel ensued, pistols were 
drawn, and Liddell received a slight wound. 
The negroes were arrested, and the 17th 
were brought up for trial. As is natural, 
there were several negroes in the court-room, 
attracted by curiosity and interest in the case. 
They were not there for purposes of violence 
nor had they made any threats. They went 
to the trial as idlers in the North go toa 
court-room, to watch proceedings. While 
there, conducting themselves in an orderly 
manner, a mob of whites, armed to the 
teeth with carbines and revolvers, drove up 
to the court-house, and without a word of 
warning fired into the audience, killing ten 
outright and mortally wounding three others. 
Seven escaped by jumping through windows 
and for some reason were not pursued by the 
cowardly ruffians. Having accomplished 
their bloody work, they gave rein to their 
horses and leisurely drove away, well know- 
ing that the officers of the law would not in- 
terfere with them, as the killing of negroes 
in that section is not considered a crime. 

This is not the first instance of the cruel 
injustice which has been dealt out to colored 
persons at Carrollton growing out of this 
same Liddell affair. A few weeks ago a 
lyaching party was organized to get into the 
jail and hang the negro who fired the shot at 
Liddell. The Sheriff, getting wind of the 
affair, removed him to a place of safety. 
When the party arrived at the jail and found 
that their victim had escaped from their 
vengeance, they took out in his place a ne- 
gro lad who had been imprisoned for killing 
a white boy in self-defense and hanged him 
to atree, though the Judge who committed 
him remarked at the time that the prisoner 
had made out a good case of self-defense, and 
had the victim been a negro and the accused 
a white boy he would have been instantly ac- 
quitted by a jury without leaving their seats. 
It was but a few days before this inhuman 
proceeding that another mob broke into the 
jail at Monroe, La., not far distant from 
Carrollton, took out a colored man named 
Robinson, who had been guilty of no other 
offense than defending a girl whom he was 
escorting home trom some festivity against 
the assault of some ruffianly whites, and 
hanged him. Neither of these victims had 
been guilty of any offense for which the law 
would have convicted him. They were 
hanged because they were negroes, and being 
negroes had no right to protect themselves 
when they were in danger. The victims of 
the bloody massacre in the Carrollton court- 
room had been guilty of no crime. They 
were there as spectators of atrial of one or 
two of their race upon the charge of assault. 
They were negroes, that was suflicient. 
When the mob drove away there were thir- 
teen less Republican voters in Carrollton. It 
will need but a few more such massacres to 
make that county solidly Democratic. 

Is it not about time that Southern Bour- 
bons and their Northern Copperhead friends 
ceased their clamor about the considerate 
manner in which the negroes are treated in 
that section? We are continually reminded 
that the Southern whites are earnestly seek- 
ing to ameliorate the condition of the blacks, 
to educate and elevate them, and to give 
them the rights of citizenship, including that 
of suffrage. We are periodically informed 
that they are happy and contented, 
that they appreciate the kindness of their 
Bourbon friends, and that they are not only 
willing but anxious to vote the Bourbon 
ticket. It is hard to reconcile such statements 
with the narratives ct lynchings, massacres, 
arrests for trivial offenses, consignments en 
masse to the chain-gang, and of the horribie 
treatment of those who are paying the penal- 
ty of alleged offenses which come almost 
every day by telegraph and mail. And yet, 
in Spite of this damning evidence, Southern 
Democrats claim to be the friends of the 
negro! The Carrollton massacre was a Dem- 
ocratic crime; and so long as negroes remain 
Republicans in tne South outrages of this 
kind will continue. They will never be al- 
lowed the right even to live until they cease 
to affirm the rights of citizenship. And yet 
there are colored men right here in Chicago 
so treacherous to their race and so callous to 
the sufferings of their Southern brethren that 
they will not hesitate to vote with the party 
that is guilty of the outrages! 


CUMULATING FRAUDS. 

As the Ohio boodle gang approaches disso- 
lution its struggles to save itself become more 
frantic. It is literally plunging from one 
fraud into another, covering up one crime 
with another in its vain efforts to escape the 
investigation which is slowly but surely push- 
ing it to the wall. Its last hope now is to 
save the four bogus Senators, whose fate al- 
ready stares them in the face, and no crime 
against the ballot-box is too audacious to be 
left untried. The photographed poll-lists of 
the Fourth Ward, Precinct A, bear upon their 
face the overwhelming proof of the forgery

The bal- 
lot-boxes have been in the possession of the 
gang’s police for four months, and of late 
the gang has been very anxious to have the 
Investigating Committee count the votes. 
The reason is now apparent. The box of 
Precinct A, Tenth Ward, was opened the 
other day and twenty-four Republican tickets 
were found with the names of the four candi- 
dates for Senator scratched off and no names 
written in. This would be sufficient to save 
Brashears, and of course keep all four of the 
frauds in their stolen seats. In order to as- 
certain the facts about these twenty-four 
scratched tickets a reporter of the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Gazette interviewed the judges 
of the precinct, two Republicans and one 
Democrat, and the clerks, one Republican and 
one Democrat. All five of them told the 
same story—namely: that there were no such 
tickets voted; that there were but three or 
four ballots with a scratched name on them, 
and that twenty-four tickets with the entire 
list of Senatorial candidates scratched off could 
not have been placed in the box without their 

knowledge. The Democratic judge and 
clerk were even more positive in their state- 

ments than the Republicans. This of itself 

is sufficient proof that, after finding their 

forgery of 200 names was discovered, the 
knaves deliberately opened the boxes which 
were in their possession and scratched saf- 
ficient of the Republican ballots to save the 
man Brashears, whom the forgery would 
‘otherwise unseat. This rascally game, like 
all the others, however, has been exposed. 

The toils are gathering about them, and the 

frauds will have to go. It will be a great 
victory when the Republicans drive them 

from the seats they have stolen, but it would 

be a greater victory if every man connected 
with the forgery—the rascals who were en- 

gaged in the scratching and the four would- 

be beneficiaries of fraud—could all be landed 

in the penitentiary together.

SPARKS OVERRULED DEOISTONS. 

At the time of the outburst in Dakota last 
spring against Land Commissioner Sparks 
Tux TRIBUNE contended that there was no 
occasion tor anxiety among the settlers, as 
the decisions complained of would certainly 
be reversed. This prediction now stands 
confirmed. Within the last week Secretary 
Lamar has completed the task of reversing 
the rulings which excited so much alarm in 
Dakota, and the decision in the Brittin case 
fairly winds up the controversy, leaving 
Sparks still in office, but arrested in his re- 
markable career asareformer. The course 
taken by Sparks in the Land-Office is in 
many respects deserving of sincere applause, 
but his superheated zeal betrayed him into 
Fross blunders in dealing with the Dakota 
settlers. No doubt there are many fraulls 
perpetrated under the Homestead and Pre- 
emption acts, but Sparks’ method of sus- 
pending the issue of patents in all cases 
would have injured irretrievably handreds 
of honest settlers for every rogue caught. 
Sparks overreached himself badly in trying 
to strike every head in sight, and when his 
decisions came up for review there was noth- 
ing to be done but reverse them. The issue 
of patents will now be resumed and the long- 
delayed work brought up to date. 

The most indefensible ruling Sparks made 
was in denying that the same person could 
be entitled to the benefits ot both the Pre- 
emption and Homestead acts. The Home- 
stead law expressly sets forth that nothing 
contained in this act shall be construed as to 
impair or interfere in any manner whatever 
with existing preémption rights”; and fora 
long time it had been considered settled that 
rights under the two avts were cumulative 
and not exclusive. Subject to certain regu- 
lations a claimant holding under the Home- 
stead act could commute his entry and 
make a payment, which the Government 
would accept as a legal substitution for the 
labor otherwise required. As Secretary 
Lamar says, the transaction was the same as 
that of a minor buying his time. It involved 
no fraud or unfairness, but carried out the 
plain and expressed purpose of the law to 
permit settlers to avail themselves of either 
the Homestead or Preémption act, or of 
both if they were able todo so. Up to the 
time that Sparks entered the china-shop of 
the Land-Office no official had ever denied that 
this was the proper construction of the law. 
and, as Secretary Lamar now declares, it was 
the duty of the department to adhere to the 
settled doctrine, even if the acts might be 
forced to bear a different construction, which, 
however, he does not think to be the case. 

Now that Sparks’ rulings under the Home- 
stead and Preémption acts have been proper- 
ly overruled, it is only fair to give the Com- 


-missioner the credit he deserves for his 


courageotis attack on the frauds perpetrated 
by the land-grant railroads, He has ferreted 
out and exposed these swindles in a manner 
that calls for hearty applause. There is no 
department of the Government where reform 
is so much needed as in the General Land- 
Office. When, in the early part of his official 
career, Sparks attacked the homestead set- 
tlers he was barking up the wrong tree,” 
but now that he has found the trail of the 
land-grant railroads he has a field where his 
extraordinary energy and enthusiasm may be 
displayed with manifest advantage. His re- 
cent report to Congress is the most completo 
exposure yet published of the spoliation of 
the public domain by railroad corporations. 
Sparks has received a great deal of censure 
not andeserved, but he is now on the right 
track and may yet render the Government 
good service.

FROMM THE FOREIGN MAILS. 


We bear that the new British Admiral has 
given orders to the commanders in the Chinese sta- 
tion to have their ships painted gray instead of 
white. Various colors dave been tried in past 
years—biack, yellow, and white having ali been 
experimented with. Gray is said to be the most 
enduring and least conspicuous color; it is this 
color that most of the Chinese men-of+War are 
painted.— ihe China Heruld. 


An inquiry recently ordered by the Hunge 
rian Government has led to the discovery that most 
of the so-called Tokay wine exported from Kaschau 
and other places to Germany, France, and Kagiand 
is adulterated, and that most of it was never near 
the Hegyalija Mountains where the genuine Tokay 
is growh. The Hungarian Government Will take 
energetic measures to restore the reputation of this 
celebrated wine. 


In the Lower House of the Hungarian Par- 
liament the debates on the bill for a reform of tite 
Administration have begun and are expected to last 
some months. The so-called reform aims at annul- 


ling the self-government of the counties and towns 
and establishing a centralized system on the French 
model. This is simply a fresh step in the process of 
» Magyarization.’’ The paragraph piacing the courts 
of justice under contro! and command of the Gov- 
ernors has been withdrawn by the Ministry. 


The dynamite outrages of the last year 
cost England a pretty largé sim. The amount, as 
shown by the recently-prepared civil-service esti- 
mates, is close upon £60,000, and this apparentiy 
does not include the bill for the repairs at the 
Tower and the expense of prosecuting Barton and 
Cunningham in May last. The principal item is the 
large one of £38,000 for police. The details are not 
yet forthcoming, the estimate merely saying that 
the money has been spent in meeting the expenses 
of the police engaged on special duties in connec- 
uon with the outrages. In the previous year only 
£12,000 was expended undef this head. It cust 
£8,626 to made good the damage done to the House 
of Commons and Westminster Halil by the explo- 
sion of Jan. 24, 1885. It may be g to give 
the items of the account: Repairs to the House of 
Commons, £5,500; fernitdre, clocks, te., £560; 
electrical installation, £75. 


A rare spectacle was recently witnessed in 
the animal park of Herr Hagebeck, a Hamburg 
denier in wild animals. Among the animals that 
had been brought over by the Singalese troupe that 
has astonished and aelighted Germany during the 
last year there was a large elephant which had 
several times before shown sighs of Viciousness. 
it was finally resolved to Kill the animal, which 
had been estimated of the value of £600. An En- 
glishman of sporting propensities, who had offered 
to pay £50 fora shot ata sick elephant whenever 
the occasion for such pastime might arise, was at 
once telegraphed for, but in presence of the sav- 
age fury ot the animal he renounced his intention 
of fring. Hereupon it was determined to strangie 
the beast. Chains were passed rodnd the ele- 
phant’s neck. By the aid of two pulleys they were 
of ten 


minutes the monster expired. 


Two weeks ago there was a heavy fall of 
snow in Paris, which céased at about 8 a. m., leav- 
ing the streets covered to tho depth of several 
inches all over the city. Half an hour after it had 
stopped snowing men were busy in the principal 
thoroughfares seattering broadcast a mixture of 
sand and sait; they were followed by the watering- 
carts, and after a short interval by the brushing- 
machines, which soon transferred the liquid snow 
and mud to the sides of the streets, hende, with 
the assistance of a staff of scavengers and a liberal 
flow of jwater, it quickiy found its way into the 
sewers. The ease and rapidity with which the 
snow was first of all got out of the way of the 
traffic and then finally disposed of were little short 
of marvelous to one accustomed to the condition 
of the London streets after a fall of snow. By 
midday une chief streets, such at the Rue de Ri- 
voli, the Avenue de opera, and the great boule- 
vards were as clenn as they were the day before 
the storm. It must be confessed that daring the 
cleaning process crossing the street was not a 
pleasant operation, especially as the Purisians do 
not indulge in the luxury of crossing-sweepers.

The Grand—“ Adina.” 
Last night was a red-ietter night for the Bos 
in smuch as it marked the 
grt Production of taeir third ue opera 
for the present season. It was “Adi- 
ps.” Mr. Oscar Weil's adaptation of 
Donizetti's “ Exir of Love.“ Woy it should 
pate been thought necessary to change thé 
pame of the opera it is not. easy to say. Pos- 
gibly because the present version makes a 
gumber of cbanges in the work, the 
main one being the rearrangement of the 
material into three acts instead of two. The 
gtory is amusing and not labored. Adina is 


gentle tenor rustic named Nemo- 
ins. The lovely maiden is also the

The best things in the second act are Du'cam- 
ara s song. a duet between Dulcomara and 
Nemorino, the barcarole duet between Dul- 
camera and Adina, an aria of Nemorino’s, a 
good ensemble and finale, and especially 
Adtha’s interpolated gong. In this instance it

Ie music throughout is bright and spark- 
ling. The melodies are pleasing at first bear 
ing and improve upon acquaintance. All the 
music, also, is genteeiin cut and singularly 
becoming to the voices of the singers in the 
cast last night. Miss de Lussan as Adina 
was charming. Her voic® appears to 
better advantage in this part than 
in almost anything else she haus 
been beard fm, saving, possibly, “The Bohe- 
wian Girl.“ Her representation of the co- 
quettish maiden was that of one to the man- 
net boru. Mr. Kari as Nemoriuo Was pleas- 


ing the fact that the days of his bashful youth 
ate beginning to belong to thé period that 
Garke sings of in “ The Maid 
of Honor.” “When men indeed were 
men.” But bis voce is charming 
and as soon as he becomes a little more at 
home in the role this will be one of bis best. 
Barnabee as Dulcamara added another to the 
roles in Which he is irresistible. Clarke, 
as the ss dashing Sergeant, sings much 
better than he Gaihes. The chorus sang 
well, and the ensembles went with 
good effect. “Adina,” judgmg from the 
quickness with whieh the audiéned took the 
points, is likely to prove even a greater suc- 
cess than Victor,” if people care to hear 
light melody beautifully sung. The costum- 
ing was elegant, Miss de Lussan’s. dresses 
especially being rich and tasteful. ‘* Adina” 
will be given this evening and tomorrow after- 
' poon. 


The Columbia—“ Faust.” 

The fourth perforniance of the German com- 
pany last night was devoted to Gounod's 
„ Faust, a Work whose pleasing melo 
dies and rich and sensuous tone 
effects afforded an agreeable relief 
from the seriousness of Wagner. The cast 
contained Frau SeéidiKraus a6 Mar 
guefite, Herr Alvary as Faust, Herr 
Ewil Fischer as Mephisto, Herr Rod- 
inson as Valentine, Frau Januschowsky 
as Siebel, and Frau Kemlitzs as Martha. 
The inevitable dilema of this opera was not 
successfuliy solved upon this eccasion. That 
dilema is the necessity of dispensing, in the 
ro.e of Marguerite, with youth and inexperi- 
ence or else to fail short of the 
depth of passion required in the later 
scenes of the work. The solution last night 
Was in favor of the latter born of the dilema, 
in consequence of which the garden music fell 
short of its best effect. Frau Seidi-Kraus is an 
artist whose genius every one must respect. 
In the church and prison scenes last 
night sbe sang with great effect. Herr Alvary 
made a pleasiig and a strong Faust—thuch 
better than we usually bave. Stil, this music 
bas been so often sung by all sorts of tenors 
that almost every opera-goer has in his mind 
the memory of some sil very-voiced singer whose 
Organ exactly fitted the role. Wanting such an 
ideal Herr Alvar s Faust must have been 
most grateful. The one member of the cast 
wholly satisfactory was Herr Robinson as Val- 
entine. Of this nothing needs to be said. 
Herr Fiseber appeared as Mephisto for the 
first time bere. His voice is a celebrated 
one, but it is not yes at its 
best, bis throat not having recovered 
from the inflammation which prevented his 
earlier appearance. His Mephisto was more 
jntelligent and less theatrical than almost 
any that have been seen. For this rea- 
son it msde but slight effect. One little 
polut ot costuming was curious. Valentine bad 
‘a sword with a basket hilt; Mephisto had one 
witb a cross-hilt. Why, then, the terror in the 
Scene at the tavern? The chorus did some ex- 
#eliert singing, especialiy. their pianissimo at 
the death of Valentine. The church scene 

as well set but Mephisto was not 
visible to the audience. The whole 
performance was consistent and thorough, but 
it failed to awaken any very decided enthusi- 
asm. Perhaps the comparatively small house 
may have had something to do with this. To- 
nigut the opera is Lohengrin, tor 
last time during the present en- 
gegement. as also the Saturday matinée 
ill be the last of their superb performances 
ot Rieuzi.”

GEN. BLACK AGAIN HEARD. 


The Investigation into Alleged Irregulari- 
ties in the Pension-Office and Charges that 
It Was Conducted as a Political Machine 
by the Present Commissioner's Predeces- 
sors. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Maren 18.—Senators 
Cullom (Chairman), Harrison, Beck, Plumb, 
and Kenna, of the Sub-Committee on the Ex- 
penditure of Publie Moneys, assembled at the 
commitiee-room this evening to continue the 
examination of Commissioner Black. EX 
Pension Commissioner Dudley, whose adminis- 
tration of the Pension-Office is understood to 


have been the subject of the allegations in 
Commissioner Black's report which gave rise 
to the investigation, Was present. Senator 
Harrison repeated his inquiry of the last 
meeting, if the Commissioner could furnish 
the names and numbersin any cases which bad 
been allowed or rejected on account of the 
politics ot the claimants. Gen. Black, in re- 
ply. furnished a list of twenty cases, all of 
which, he said, Came within the ciasses re- 
ferred to. He said he would turnish in addi- 
tion 300 or 400 affiaavits when the committee 
should have examined the list in support of 
his allegation that the Pension-Officé was con- 
ducted as a political machine. Commissioner 
Black said, in answer to further inquiries, that 
the list by no means comprised all the cases of 
the character referred to of which he had 
k oowledge. 

He first referred to that of Ool. Thomas W. 
Bennett, Indiana volunteers, the certificate of 
which was issued in March, 1882, the rate be- 
ing $22.50 a month. There were papers in the 
case, the Commissioner said, to show that it 
went to the Commissioner before it went to the 
Board of Review. The Commissioner submit- 
ted a personal letter from the ciaimant to Com- 
missioner Dudiey, in which the writer sets 
forth the extent of bis disability and makes a 
piea for speedy action. If this can be obtained, 
the writer says, it will add another to the 
many vbligations te is already under 
to Col. Dudiey, and which he hoped 
be would be able to return in a war which 
would be fully appreviated. The letter is 
dated Richmond, lod., Nov. 14, 1881. 
ouse was made special the 18th of November:

‘THE NEGROES TO BLAME.” 


THE USUAL BOURBON EXPLANATION 
FOR THE CARROLLTON MASSACRE, 


Unoffeiiding Colored Men Shot Down in a 
Court-Room by an Invading Mob and 
Yet Accused of Causing the Trouble—A 
Very One-Sided Account of the Events 
Leading Up to the Murders—Principal 
Characters in the Tragedy. 

Jackson, Miss., March 18.—[Special.}|—The 

Legisiature of Mississippi adjourned today at 

12 o'clock. During the session last night news 

was received of the tragedy at Carroliton in 

Carroll County. This place is twelve miles dis- 

tant from the Illinois Central Raliroud at WI 

nona, and more than 100 miles north of Jack- 
son. Further particulars of the tragedy were 
made known through a number of private let 
ters and dispatches received from Carrollton, 
but the Legisiature adjourned without taking 
auy notice of the affair. Carroll County 
is the home of Senator George. He 
has lived in that county all his life, 
and his valuable plantations are located there. 

Although Senator George bas & residence in 

Jackson, Carroll County bas always been 

claimed by him as his political domicile. Col. 

Liddell, the Marshal of the Northern District 

ot Mississippi, is also from Carroll, and J. M. 

Liddell, whose name figures in the tragedy, is 

a nephew of Col. Liddell. Young Liddell is a 

man 28 years of age, wus a member of the 

Legislature two years ago, and was defeated 

for Stute Senator at the last election. He is 


now prominent in local polities in his section, 
The beginning of the difficulty which led up 
to the tragedy is as follows: Several weeks 
ago Bob Moore, a young white man, While un- 
der the influeneé of liquor, gquarreled with a 
negro named Brown, and the latter struck him 
with a piteber. Some days after Liddell en- 
tered a barroom in Carrollton, and sedi 
Brown and another negro drinking directe 
the barkeeper to give Bréwn's companion a 
drink, at the same time showering upon 
Brown very offensive epithets. Short- 
iy after Brown, his brother, and 
friends congregated at a street corner 
in Carroliton. Liddeil approched them and bot 
words and a difficulty ensued. Liddell was 
wounded twice by pistol shots from Brown or 
his companions. They did not prove serious 
wounds, but confined him to his bed for two 
weeks. Upon Liddeli’s recovery Brown made 
an affidavit against him before Mr. Kiam, the 
Mayor of Carrollton. The investigation was ia 
progress before the Mayor yesterday when 
about fifty white men without masks entered 
the court-room and commenced firing. Ten 
negroes were killed and six others wounded, 
three fatally. Those killed were:

The former received a slight 
shot wound ion the hand, but was otherwise un- 
injurea. Amos Matthews was shot dead while 
trymg to make bis escape in the same way. 
One colored man rolled himself out of one of 
the west windows, falimg on the brick pave- 
ment outside, but got up and made bis escape 
unhurt. As he was getting out three shots 
were fired at him, two of which struck the 
window eelll and one went through the glass. 

Adam Brown, the father of tne Browns con- 
nected with this affair, was killed in a quarrel 
in 1871 by Mr. Ourey, the editor of the Carroll 
ton Conservative. It is asserted that these 
Brown negroes are of a bold and turbulent 
character and have been engaged in frequent 
broiie. Carroll County is a semi-upland 
county, the negro vote exceeding the 
white 300. As far as can be. ascer- 
tained, the Governor bas received no 
official information of the affair. Moore, who 
first bad the difficulty with Browa, lives in 
Greenwood, Leflore County. “Young Liddell 
alse lives in Leflore County and edits the 
Valley Flag at that place. The citizens of Car- 
roll claim the parties who did the killing were 
strangers and were not citizens of Carroll, and 
that not one of them was recognized; also that 
the negroes in the court-roum fired the frat 
sbot. 

New ORLEANS, La., March 18.—A specia! from 
Winona, Miss., to the 7imes-Democratl gives the 
following particulars of the circumstances 
leading to the tragedy enacted at Carroliton, 
Miss, yesterday: Some months ago Robert 
Moore, a young man from Lefro, Le Fiore Coun- 
ty, went to Carrollton. There be met Ed 
Brown, colored, with whom be had an alterca- 
tion, and the negro smeared and poured on bim 
molasses which be carried inajug. J. M. Lid- 
dell Jr. of Greenwood, a friend of Moore, 
happened to meet Brown, and made 
some allusions to his treatment of 
Moore. Brown gave him impudence, and Lid- 
dell started at him, but was prevented by 
bystanders from attacking bim. The negro 
then armed himself and induced others to do 
likewise. They stationed themselves on the 
street, some concealing themselves behind 
trees. When Liddeil came after supper from 
the hotel he saw them and asked what they 
meant, whereupon Ed Brown responded, It 
is none of your —— business.’ At that Lid- 
dell struck at Ed Browa with bis fist, and 
Ed and Charles Brown, his rother, 
beth simultaneously fired upon Liddeil, one 
ball striking on the elbow of his right arm. 
About this time some fifteen to twenty shots 
were fired trom different quarters. Liddeii 
pulled his pistol and bit Ed Brown in the abdo- 
men, and received one shot in the tleshy part 
of his leg. Charles Brown was shot in the 
shoulder. The parties who bad taken part in 
the affray were brought before the Mayor 
forthwith, received an examination, and 
were builed to appear before the next 
Circuit Court. Threats were continually 
made dy the Brown brothers that 
they would have Jim  Liddell’s diood. 
further, that they had five doubie-barreled 
shotguns, loaded seven fingers deep, and would 
„ kill the first man who put bis foot on their 
ground.” The 12th inet. they made affidavit 
awainst James Liddell and others, inciuding 
some of the best citizens of the place and men 
who knew pothing of the difficulty, charging 
them with assaulting with intent to murder in 
the previous difficulty. Previous to the open- 
ing of the trial yesterday Brown boasted on 
the street that be hai his body-guard, and 
would shoot the first man that made a motion 
in his direction. The case was called at noon, 
when the court-house immediately was filled 
with negroes, who stationed themselves around 
and about the Brown brothers. The attorneys 
were proceeding with the case when there sud- 
denly appeared about 100 white men, ali weil 
armed. Perceiving their entrance Ed Brown 
drew his pistol and fred in the direction of 
Liddeli, who was between his attorneys, and 
thereupon the tring became general. Ten 
were instantly killed and two others have 
since died. Some escaped by jumping through 
the windows, a distance of at least twenty feet 
from the ground. On most of the dead bodies 
arms were found, The room was completely 
filied with smoke, The Judge’s bench is on the 
north side of the room and the Wenobes fac- 
ing it are towards the south. It isa very large 
court-room, with windows all around. On the 
south wall were counted 135 shot holes; 
in the wall of the leading down- 
stairs ten shot holes; and in the benches thirty 
shot beles.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 18.—[{Special.]—

days. Some of the men say that company 
has been running fuill-banded in order to ac 
cumuiate a stock preparatory to sustaining a 
strike.

Railroad brakemen are complaining of the 
rule on Indianapolis lines which compels them 
to “dead-bead”’ for nothing. rakemen 
ordered from one terminus to auother, in order.

The eu- 
gineers and conductors who run light ’’—that 
is, who take their eng nes and ca atoa 
given point to be in readiness to take a train— 
get part pay, and the brakemen claim that 
they should be similarly treated. There is no 
strike yet. 

A oom mittee representing the molders in the 
employ of the Indianapolis Stove Compeny 
asked on advanee of 10 per cent in wages and 
were ordered from the office by President Root, 
he telling them to strike if they pleased and to 
boyeott the company at their pleasure. In 
explanation Mr. Root says that only a week 
ago the company advanced wages 10 per cent 
and that Indianapolis molders' wages are al- 
ready biber than are paid at any other place 
in this State or in Louisville, Toledo, or Albany. 
About 100 men are employed by the stove 
company. The majority of them, Mr. Root 
says, are not interested ia the strike. He says 
that the older men of the establishment bave 
notified bim that they would coutinue at work 
as beretofore. The strikers are Knights of 
Labor. The shop isan open one—that is, ad- 
mits men without regard to society affliiations.

The attitude lately assumed by the Knights 
of Labor has greatly alarmed the railroads 
east of the Missouri River, and they have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that it is only a ques 
tion of time when they will have to con- 
teod against the same difficulties as 
are now preventing the Missouri Pa- 
cific system from carrying on its 
business.

CINCINNATI, O., March 18.—The home of 

Wiliam Borrmann, a Justice of the Peace in 
the suburban Village of Avondale, was the 
scene of a terrible tragedy at an early hour 
this morping. Borrmann lived with his wife 
and two children—aAlbert, aged 14, and Roger, 
aged 1l—at the southeast corner of Main and 
Shillito streets. A few days ago a judgment 
for $500 was obtained against Borrmav, and 
the fact seems to have troubled Mrs. Borr- 
mann, who some years ago was an inmate of 
Longview Asylum, but was discharged as cured. 
Mr. Borrmann and the youngest boy slept in a 
back room, and the wife and the oldest child 
occupied the front room. About 3 o’clock this 
morning Mrs. Borrmann arose and, procuring a 
hammer, dealt the boy who shared her bed a 
terrific blow on the left temple, smashing bis 
head toa jelly. She then awakened the other 
boy, but without disturbing the father, and, 
asking him to come into the outer room, she 
also attempted to murder him, but he began to 
scream. His mother then desisted, and, seiz- 
ing a razor lying on the dressing-table, cut ber 
throat from ear to ear. The boy in the mean- 
while pried open the door with a screw-driver 
and aroused his father. Mr. Borrmann came 
into the room and was horror-stricken at the 
ghastiy sight. Assistance was immediately 
summoned, dut too late. At 6 o'clock both 
mother and son were dead.

I need no 
Bible to tell me that sin is doing its work upon 
the children of men. [can go up on the top 
of the Pullman Buiiding and throw my eyes 
around in a circie, and in a radius of two miles 
I can find you a thousand scenes that are 
enough to make the angels weep tears of blood 
and wake this world drop on its knees and ory 
to God for deliverance. Sin is doing its work 
in Chicago, and doing it upon the most 
precious men and the most strong-minded 
women of the city. God help us to cry aloud 
and spare not as long as this ev is rampant in 
our land. 
WHICH WILL YE SERVE? 

I believe we are moral agents. I do not be- 
lieve that God would speak out to a world of 
His chiidrea and say. Choose ye this day 
whom ye will serve, whether ye will serve sin 
or righteousness, whether ye will serve God 
or serve Mammon; that He would talk to 
any one but a moral ‘agent about choos- 
ing.
